offered the crowd some of the wisdom she has acquired 
from her experience with cancer. 

"As Vivian Greene said/' quoted Dunham, 
"Life isn't about waiting for the storm to pass, it's about 
learning to dance in the rain." 

Dunham's grandmother, Merilyn Harwood, said 
that one year ago, Alexah looked "so different" than she 
did that evening. 

"It was so touching to see her up there," Harwood 
said about seeing Dunham standing on the stage 
addressing the crowd. She said she felt proud. "It's just 
great to see her one year later." 

Inside the main tent, the survivor's banquet had 
ended and Relay for Life Committee Chairman Marybeth 
Tripp read a poem about what it means to be a hero. 

"To all of us you are a hero," said Tripp. 
"Someone we all admire." 

Tripp is part of Team Sole Survivors, along with 
her mother Denise Gilbert, and about three other regulars 
who attend the event each year. 

The theme of this year's Relay for Life was 
Hollywood, and Team Sole Survivors were all dressed in 
black suits with dark sunglasses for the occasion. 

"We came as Men in Black," said Gilbert. "We've 
been making aliens for our tent for weeks." 

Sole Survivors raised over $10,000 of the relay's 
donations, which totaled over $42,000 at press time, but 
donations were still being sent in. 

Team Linda's Angel raised over $1,800 and this

was the team's first year participating in the relay. Kristen 
Tanya and Dugan Costa were relaying on behalf of their 
mother, a cancer survivor who was also walking in the 
relay. When asked what it meant to them to participate 
in the relay with their mother, the two young women 
welled up and were speechless, unable to express the 
overwhelming feeling of being there with their mother. 

Outside, umbrellas of every color were open as 
the rain fell harder. It was a testament to the love and 
dedication of the participants who remained determined, 
despite the weather. Many were grateful and let the tears 
flow as their friends and family members who survived 
cancer made their way around the track for survivors' 
lap, kicking off the walk. 

"We need to finish the fight!" Co-chairman Pam 
Houston told the crowd. Houston is part of Team Ray of 
Hope and her mother is a cancer survivor. This was her 
second year participating in the Tri-Town Relay for Life. 
Next year will mark the event's tenth year. 

"We're gonna have a big one next year," said

something to the table that is unique/' Parker told Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera during his last official 
Board of Selectmen meeting. 

Chairman Bradford Morse favored Lombardi and 
abstained from voting after Nunes made the motion to 
appoint McCue. 

McCue told selectmen, "I'm the type of person 
that believes it's always worth a second look," he said 
describing his experience with budget issues. "I believe 
the budget in any town ... is the reflection of the policy of 
the board and Town Meeting." 

The appointment is subject to contract 
negotiations, and McCue would begin by August 1 
should he accept the position. 

Also during the meeting, selectmen received a 
presentation from ABC Disposal, Inc. representatives 
before signing the ten-year contract for automated trash 
and recycling services from ABC. 

Residents will receive a 65-gallon cart for trash 
and a 95-gallon cart for single stream recycling. Trash 
pick-up will continue on a weekly basis, and recycling 
will be picked up every other week - both on Friday. 

Once the final design is approved, ABC will mail 
an informational flyer to Rochester residents detailing the 
new process that is slated to begin on January 1. 

LaCamera said the Town would save $15,000 the 
first year and $17,000 the second year, making the contract 
"well worth the investment in this program." 

In other news. Standard & Poor's Rating Service 
issued a summary dated May 21 explaining why it 
increased Rochester's bond rating from "AA" to AA+," 
citing a strong economy, strong financial management, 
very strong budgetary flexibility, and the Town's "strong 
debt and contingent liabilities position." 

"Basically, they said the Town has done an 
outstanding job," said LaCamera.

fitness equipment from a fitness club that went out of 
business. 

''Any costs that we incur from this ... is going to 
come out of the Council on Aging donations account/' 
said Lally. The only cost to the Town, she said, would be 
the work hours Town Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel 
spends assisting with the renovation. 

LaCamera pointed out that an engineer would 
be required to design the handicap accessible walkway 
leading out from the proposed activities room into the 
parking lot, and a trained staff member must be assigned 
to remain in the room during all times that guests are 
using the fitness equipment. 

The board approved the plan as presented, and 
Lally said renovations should begin some time in July. 

School Superintendent Doug White asked the 
board to support potentially leasing out vacant space at 
Rochester Memorial Elementary School in accordance 
with the Rochester School Committee's building use 
policy. 

The space would be rented at $75 per day plus a 
$25 utilities fee, and only educational programs would be 
allowed to lease the classroom space at RMS. 

The board agreed with White that the space 
should be leased on a year-to-year basis to see how it 
goes, and to monitor the population fluctuation at RMS 
that might require the classroom space in the future. 

Before adjourning, LaCamera brought to the 
attention of the board a sum of $1,035,000 in money to 
repair roadways, which has "been sitting there" for far too 
long. He said residents are asking when road repairs will 
begin, and LaCamera advocated that the taxpayers have a 
right to know the details on when and what will happen 
regarding road repairs. 

LaCamera thanked the board for their support 
during his years working for the Town of Rochester, 
saying, "It's been a terrific opportunity for me ... I've met

legal action against the homeowner in hopes that it will 
compel the homeowners to comply with the Board of 
Health's and the building commissioner's orders to clean 
up the property and make the structure safe. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said the 60 
days given to take action to improve the property was up 
as of that evening on June 17, and Dawson said the Town 
had hoped for significantly more progress than what has 
occurred up until now. He added that if the structure is 
not improved, it could be torn down. 

The board approved seeking a temporary 
restraining order and getting a Land Court-ordered time 
frame for compliance. 

"This is not about punishment/' said Dawson. 
"This is not about singling them out . . . It's about 
compliance." 

Both the Board of Health and Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey recommended the action. 

"As a town, we've been more than lenient and 
understanding and we have some expectations," said 
Selectman Steve Cushing.

In other news, Dawson briefed the board on 
the Spr ague's Cove situation, which now entails that 
selectmen receive proposals from the Conservation 
Commission and the Open Space Acquisition Commission 
as to how to best manage the parcel of wetlands.

the future of the wetlands. 

Town Meeting back in May denied ConCom's 
request for funding to actively manage the wetlands, 
and a petition has been circulating around town 
regarding ConCom's authority over the matter, asking 
that jurisdiction be given to the Open Space Acquisition 
Commission. 

Dawson said both commissions have two 
different schools of thought on how best to manage the 
wetlands, with ConCom wanting an active approach and 
Open Space preferring a more laissez-faire approach.

Henry brought up a meeting he had on June

Superintendent Barry Denham - in having developer 
Michael Solimando brought before the Planning Board. 
The scheduled hearing was to review the permit and if 
deemed necessary modify, amend or rescind it. 

Brian Grady of GAP Pngineers, representing 
Solimando and overseeing the drainage project, told the 
board that they needed sufficient time to investigate why 
water is migrating into neighboring yards and filling 
basements. He and Solimando agreed that the engineered 
drainage system wasn't operating as planned, but to date 
they did not know why. Grady said that when Solimando 
first purchased the property, it appeared the water table 
was lower as depths between seven and nine feet had 
been found. Now it appears the water table is higher. 
He questioned whether or not the construction that has 
resumed on retention basins was creating the problems. 
Clearly, no one had an answer at this point. 

Neighbors had brought their concerns to town 
hall, both in person and by letters asking for relief in what 
has become unrelenting storm water run-off onto their 
properties. Board member Ron Merlo said, ''This has been 
going on for several years . . . Fm concerned weTl sit here 
waiting for information but you won't do anything. . ." 
Solimando said that he was more than willing to work 
with the town and the residents to correct the problems. 

Solimando was given a continuation until July 7 
in order to perform soil testing and other investigatory 
work. 

Tree Warden Roland Cote came before the board 
to receive permission to remove trees deemed diseased 
at several locations around the village. He was granted 
permission to remove maple and ash trees from the 
corner of Barstow and Church Street, 11 Mechanics 
Street, and 5 River Road. Purther, Safety Officer Justin 
King, through Cote, asked for the removal of trees along 
North Street that he deemed a safety hazard to motorists. 
Trees located at the corner of Eldorado and North, and at 
Bayberry and North situated along scenic byways, will be 
removed. Cote also brought to the board's attention the 
need to remove a large diseased tree located next to the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum. Although he did 
not require the Board's approval in this matter, he wanted 
the members to be apprised of his rational for removing 
the tree.

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As the board members reviewed the deed's 
language, it became evident that they might not have the 
authority to sub-divide the shore park into non-buildable 
lots that she could sell. 

Janice Brockman, a resident whose deed seemed 
to give her easement rights through the shore park into 
perpetuity, voiced concern that if the shore park was 
chopped up and sold, her easement might be in jeopardy. 

After intense review and consideration, the board 
members were in agreement that town counsel needed to 
review the request and the deed's language to determine 
if the Planning Board had jurisdiction and possibly what 
rights the existing deeds gave residents in the impacted 
area. The matter was tabled pending legal review. 

The next matter consuming considerable time 
was an informal meeting with Dan DeLuz, Village at 
Mattapoisett, on the issue of town supplied trash pick-up. 
DeLuz has been lobbying the Planning Board for months 
to amend the covenant of the condominium complex so 
that the residents could benefit from public trash removal. 
Merlo, who was a member of the Planning Board in 2002 
when the covenant was written, wasn't in favor of such 
an amendment. ''You bought a home that is part of an 
association," he said and continued, "You agreed to those 
covenants." Merlo flatly stated, "I am dead set against 
changing covenants." He felt to do so would set a bad 
precedent for all such private association agreements. 

DeLuz wasn't having any of it. He continued 
to express his outrage that many private roads and

residences throughout town were enjoying town supplied 
trash removal but that his complex could not in spite of 
being taxpayers like everyone else. Board member John 
Mathieu tried to explain to DeLuz that unlike individual 
residences in private associations, a condominium is 
considered a single parcel ruled by a single covenant that 
is agreed upon between the developer and the town. As 
such Mathieu said, DeLuz was bound to his agreement 
with the developer. "As a buyer, you subject yourself to 
everything the developer agreed to," Mathieu pointed 
out. 

Chairman Thomas Tucker suggested again that 
DeLuz take his request to the selectmen, as the board did 
not have the jurisdiction to spend the town's money, only

they did. He said that if the selectmen wanted to include 
the complex in the public trash removal, they would have 
to approve it and then the Planning Board could consider 
the request.

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Snipatuit Pond Projects on Agenda 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Rochester's Conservation Commission members 
arrived just in time for the start of their 7:00 pm meeting, 
after completing a site visit to 566 Snipatuit Road. This 
location and one other on Snipatuit Pond were the public 
hearings on the night's agenda. 

Kei Lau of 566 Snipatuit Road and Rick Charon 
of Charon Associates came before the commission with 
plans to make improvements to an existing seaplane 
hangar and to remove trees in a bordering vegetated area 
as well as in uplands locations. Charon and Lau explained 
that they wished to receive approval to remove a number 
of pine trees in a timely manner to ensure their worth 
as viable lumber versus being ground up for mulch. It 
was explained that pine trees, after a certain point in 
the summer season, lose their marketability as lumber 
due to "blue staining'' caused by beetles and fungus. 
After careful consideration and any implications that 
the work might be counter to jurisdiction held by the 
Natural Heritage, Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon 
was authorized by the commission to meet with Lau at 
the site to review the exact trees to be removed outside 
the wetlands area and to be present during their removal. 
All other matters associated with their filing were tabled 
until the July 7 meeting to give Natural Heritage time to 
respond to Lau's work within the protected wetland area. 

A notice of intent filed by Don Stimer, 14 Bishop 
Road, concerning the removal of phragmites encroaching 
Snipatuit Pond was also heard. Brad Holmes of

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Stimer to explain in detail the process proposed for the 
invasive plant eradication. A first cutting of the reeds 
with a handheld motorized blade will be followed by 
an herbicide treatment and lastly a final cutting during 
the winter months.

ZB A Approves 'First' For Rochester 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Jean Perry 

The plan must still pass the Planning Board level, 
but a modern gas station with a convenience store and 
coffee shop is in the works for the intersection of Route 58 
and Route 28 after the Zoning Board of Appeals approved 
two special permits and a variance for the business - one 
that will be a first for Rochester. 

After talks about a special permit for use 
subsided, the discussion focused on the special permit 
for the signage to exceed the maximum nine square feet, 
leading to a dialog about illumination of the signs as well. 

Attorney for Colbea Enterprises, Richard Serkey, 
told the board that, without the signs that are reflected in 
the design, the business would suffer because prospective 
customers may view the business as "conspicuous from 
the inconspicuous signage." 

"We're just seeking to give the customer . . . 
reasonable notice of what we are," stated Serkey. And 
what it is, stated Colbea Chief Executive Officer Andrew 
Delli Carpini, is a concept of a filling station, convenience 
store, and coffee shop that is the next generation of gas 
stations, moving away from the traditional fagade of the 
typical gas station. 

The Rochester filling station, which would 
be Colbea' s 56* location throughout Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts, would be a Shell station, and the 
convenience store will be called Seasons, a concept 
Carpini said is a "rebranding" of the old gas station. 
He later added that some of the other locations have a 
Marylou's Coffee inside, with a drive-thru window. 

Abutter Louise Hebert was concerned about 
traffic, noting that there have been several accidents 
in front of the proposed location. She attributed the 
accidents to the location of the 7-Eleven across the street, 
along with the multitude of trucks on the busy highway. 

"People coming out of the 7-Eleven are getting

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whacked left and right/' said Hebert. "That's a dangerous 
corner/' She also asked, just how many 24-hour gas 
stations do we need over there? 

ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler said, because there 
were so many things going on with the design, the board 
would vote on each area individually. He said the signs 
were the biggest issue. 

"[It is] because we don't have any internally lit 
signs at all in town," Cutler said. He later added that 
Rochester does not have a business of this kind anywhere 
in town. "So this is kind of interesting," said Cutler. 

The vote for the special permit for use passed, 
with David Sullivan opposed. 

"I don't think that we need to permit one (gas 
station) next to each other and the next and the next," 
stated Sullivan." 

"You should' ve stated that before we voted, 
though," said Cutler. 

When it came to approving the signs, board 
members asked questions, but overall had no significant 
issues with them. 

Carpini assured the board that the signs are softer 
than the typical filling station signs, and the company 
was conscious of the lighting during the design phase. He 
described the Shell logo signs as having a "glowing halo 
effect," and the Seasons sign on the building is "not a light 
that emits." 

Town Planner Mary Crain attended the meeting, 
and she urged the board to "cull this down quite a bit." 

"That's a lot of signage," said Crain. 

The board disagreed, saying what was proposed 
is not any different than any other gas station around. 

Carpini gave board members the option of 
visiting his new store in Randolph, but board members 
agreed it was not necessary. 

There were a few special conditions placed on the 
approval, such as prohibiting animated signs and limiting 
the approval to Colbea, not transferable if ownership 
changes.

be divided into two separate watershed areas to help 
eliminate continual flooding of the road during heavy 
rainfall and snowmelt. 

Shawn Syde and Matt Pitta of CDM Smith 
presented the revised plan to the Marion Conservation 
Commission at their June 11 evening meeting. 

"The north side of the road will drain to two 
existing catch basins located off the road, and the south 
side will flow to an existing tributary, with berms along 
the road to guide the flow,'' said Syde. 

The size of the pipes has increased from 12 to 15 
inches, and discharge will occur at the existing location, 
which is 100 feet beyond the wetland buffer zone. The 
existing outfall pipe will be replaced with a new pipe 
at the same location, and two catch basins with double 
grates will sit at the low point of the road. 

Back on April 9, residents heard a presentation 
on the repaving and reconfiguration of River Road 
and expressed concerns, specifically that the work as 
presented would not solve the basic issue of constant 
flooding and water pooling in the road. 

After the April 9 meeting, Syde met with 
Department of Public Works Superintendent Rob Zora 
and went out to River Road and met with residents and 
spoke with some over the telephone. The project was 
reworked with berms on both sides of the road to keep 
water runoff in the road and off residents' properties. 

Syde presented a revised proposal of how River 
Road looks now, and how it will look after the repaving. 
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At issue is continual flooding of the road and sand 
washing into basins, which renders them only partially 
useful. 

The revised proposal has River Road at the same 
elevation and width, but straightened out in certain 
places. The entire road will be replaced, the two 15-inch 
pipes will run underground beneath it, and two filtered 
catch basins with catch hoods will be installed to collect 
any oil and grease. The DPW will maintain the drainage 
swales and basins. 

"We listened and wanted to solve the issues 
presented by the residents and we did," said Syde. The 
bidding process for the project will begin on July 10. 

Next, the board met with Dennis Clemenshaw to 
discuss construction of a new dwelling at 99 Perry's Lane 
near Mary's Pond, with power access from Tucker Lane. 

Clemenshaw purchased the 24-acre parcel located 
in both Rochester and Marion in 2009. The land, with 
cranberry bogs and a barn, is located ten feet from Tucker 
Lane, in Marion. Clemenshaw told the board he wanted 
to build a home and possibly a solar farm on the land, but 
lacked electrical power to the property.

"I bought the property thinking the bogs would 
help pay for it, but now want to create a solar farm on 
about six acres but don't have power to the property/' he 
said. "I have two projects I wanted to discuss with you, 
one is the new house and the other is the solar farm, and 
Fd like to have it all done at once instead of coming back 
on each project,'' said Clemenshaw. 

Clemenshaw continued, "NSTAR told me that 
they no longer put poles where there are no roads." There 
are existing electric poles, but the lines have been down 
for years. 

Essentially, NSTAR told Clemenshaw that they 
would not install wires over a wetland area because the 
poles could not be serviced. 

Clemenshaw hired an engineer to flag the 
wetland areas. The board asked Clemenshaw to have a 
site plan drawn up showing the wetland areas and where 
the proposed house and solar farm would be located and 
schedule another meeting with the board.

Stolen Money Will Not Be Recovered 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

Legal counsel for the ORR School Committee 
recommended the school district not take further action to 
recover money that was stolen in the 2011 cyber-hacking 
incident resulting in the theft of $134,000. 
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A letter dated June_2014 {sic} stated that, as 
requested by the Joint Tri-Town Selectmen, the school 
district send Unibank a demand letter regarding the 
$34,000 still unrecovered from the theft, asserting that 
Unibank "was negligent and breached its fiduciary duty'' 
by failing to recover the remaining $34,000 stolen from the 
school district's account. Unibank found in 2013 that it 
was not responsible for the unauthorized transfer, and its 
response to the recent letter was the same. 

According to the letter from the school district's 
attorney, the bank cited its user agreement with the 
school district that states, "the Customer shall be solely 
responsible for protecting against unauthorized access 
to the online cash management program through the

Legal counsel concurred, based on the user 
agreement terms and lack of evidence showing the 
bank was responsible for the security breach, and 
recommended the district take no further action against 
Unibank.

Superintendent Doug White defended Unibank, 
saying, "When it did happen, they were here immediately 
and were our best support and provided us with 
immediate action. It was because of their actions we got 
back what we got back." 

White continued, "We've had enough publicity 
on this and the selectmen have wanted information on 
what we have done." 

The School Committee is forwarding the 
attorney's letter to each of the three Boards of Selectmen. 

In other matters, ORR High School Principal 
Michael DevoU announced that the PS AT will be 
mandatory for all juniors and seniors who will take the 
exam on a Wednesday during school hours instead of on 
the traditional Saturday. 

"We feel that it's a critical piece to the school 
and to student preparation for college," said Devoll. "I 
think it sends the right message to the students and the 
community." 

Devoll said the school would waive the $14 
fee for students who receive free or reduced lunch, 
suggesting other students simply "consider it a $14 field 
trip." 

"We don't go anywhere," said Devoll, "but you 
don't have to go to classes." 

Also during the meeting, the principals of the 
junior and high schools described some changes made to 
the student handbooks. 

ORR Junior High School Principal Kevin 
Brogioli said there are some changes regarding bullying, 
specifically adding school staff members to the definition 
of a possible perpetrator. Cyber bullying rules were 
also added, as well as changes to the suspension and 
expulsion process. 

Brogioli said there would now be more due 
process for parents with more communication and 
parental involvement in a hearing process. 

Jeans with holes have been removed from the 
dress code since Brogioli did not consider them to be a 
distraction of sorts. 

The school also lifted the ban on sensible body 
piercings, limiting it to ears, eyebrows, and tongues, 
among other places.

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on the 4th of July? The answer is simple - scholarships. 
The sole purpose of the Road Race is to raise funds for 
scholarships for seniors graduating from ORRHS. As 
a former high school guidance counselor, I know how 
important these scholarships are to students. The cost of 
college has become outrageously expensive and aid rarely 
meets student need. Local scholarships can make the 
difference in going or not going. 

The Mattapoisett Road Race has worked over the 
years to create substantial awards that can be a real help. 
According to Bob Gardner, Road Race founder, the first 
race probably was not able to award scholarships. With 
only 35 runners, the financial resources were limited. And, 
since the cannon that started the race blew out windows 
at Point Connett, it is likely window repair ate up the 
proceeds. Once the cannon was eliminated, scholarships 
consistently became available. To put it in perspective 
how far the Race has come, consider the following: In 
1982, six scholarships of $100 were given; in 1986 seven 
awards of $125 were made; and in 2013 eleven awards of 
$1500 were given. There is no question the Mattapoisett 
Road Race has become one of the most successful 
scholarship programs benefiting students from Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester. 

Jason Eddy, formerly of Rochester and winner 
of last year's race, ran his first Mattapoisett Road Race 
before he was in high school. The race inspired him to 
run cross country in high school. When he graduated, he 
received a Road Race scholarship. Now when he runs, it 
is to show his ''appreciation and to represent ORR as well 
as the entire Tri-Town area." It is clear that when students 
can be inspired to follow their dreams and give back to 
the community, it is worth every piece of watermelon 
sliced, every bottle of water handed out, every hour spent 
planning for a year, every donation solicited, every piece 
of litter picked up, and every volunteer hour spent in the 
sun or rain. Since its creation, the Mattapoisett Road Race 
has awarded approximately 500 scholarships to deserving 
students. This is the answer to the question "why"!

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Cinematic Review

Big Joy: The Adventures of James Broughtom A docu- 
mentary in limited theatrical release. Running time: 83 
minutes. No MPAA rating. 

Big Joy is a flavorful and affectionate documentary 
about a narcissist, James Broughton, who seemed to be a 
satellite around the cinematic and poetic revolutions of 
the '50s, but whose name doesn't seem to have endured 
alongside his peers. Partly, I think, it's because Brough- 
ton' s work, his experimental short films and his verse, 
doesn't seem to express much outside a diaristic impulse 
to record what was going on in his life and his head at 
the time. He was more effective, it seems, as a mystic and 
guru, throwing his arms out and accepting the young in 
their quest for love. This is a charitable way of saying that 
Broughton was a classic horny old goat. His films are full 
of young men with their kits off and their bits out. 

One wonders if a James Broughton would be pos- 
sible today, when it is leagues more easy (though still not 
100% safe) to be openly gay in America. Broughton was 
in at least two serious hetero relationships; one was with 
revered film critic Pauline Kael and yielded a daughter, 
the other was a marriage to designer Susanna Hart that 
produced another daughter and a son. The son, Orion, is 
the only offspring willing to appear in Big Joy, though it 
seems as though he was about as neglected by Brough- 
ton as his siblings. In the mid-' 70s, at age 61, Broughton 
met 25-year-old poet Joel Singer and fell hard for him; 
he ditched Susanna and their two kids and ran off with 
Singer, who stayed with Broughton until his death in 1999 
at 85. 

What I'm getting at here is that if Broughton was 
a narcissist and a skunk with women, it wasn't necessar- 
ily his fault; the times made him that way. This was a man 
who hit sexual maturity decades before Stonewall. Like 
William Burroughs, he fell into the societally approved 
man/ woman thing as a cover story. Then he figured out 



he could express a lot of his yearnings through his art. His 
films aren't stark like Kenneth Anger's, nor brooding like 
Maya Deren's. They embrace the juice and happy furry 
chaos of life, and his poems read a little much like kiddie 
poetry, not imagistic or sensual but straightforward odes 
to playfulness. Finding his voice as an artist and as a gay 
man, relatively late in life (he was 33 when he made his 
first short film), must have been cathartic for Broughton. 
Still, I wouldn't want to have been the wife unceremoni- 
ously dumped with two kids at home while Broughton 
achieved beautiful oneness with his new boyfriend. 

The movie uses ample footage from Broughton' s 
films, which helps keep Big Joy visually spiky and arrest- 
ing. Broughton had an eye, although he was far from a 
technical wizard — the avant-garde cinema of mid-centu- 
ry America wasn't about technique, though a lot of it sure 
influenced later masters like Scorsese. From what we see 
and hear of his work, there isn't much darkness or pain in 
it. It's wish-fulfillment, full of good cheer Which may be 
another reason Broughton has more or less been forgot- 
ten. His work lacks the chiaroscuro Cold War hysteria and 
paranoia of that of his peers, all of whom seemed to be 
flashing tabloid Weegee snapshots of the horror of being 
an outsider Broughton projected his own idealized fanta- 
sies — he was essentially a romantic comedian. 

It seems that Broughton peaked creatively with 
1953's The Pleasure Garden, which took a prize at Cannes, 
though Pauline Kael generously called his 1971 This Is It 
(starring Orion as a toddler) "a perfect little object." After 
his Cannes triumph, Broughton actually had nibbles from 
Hollywood, which he blew off, to Kael's consternation 
("This," she told him, "is the biggest mistake you've ever 
made"). He didn't want to pimp his angels out to the 
studios; he wanted to keep making little 8mm baubles. 
He was, I guess, a naive artist, oblivious to the almighty 
buck — though Big Joy is tight-lipped on the subject of 
what exactly Broughton lived on for all those years. He 
was fortunate enough to get in on the ground floor of a 
San Francisco art movement that swept him up and prob- 
ably kept him in benefactors for decades. That phenom- 
enon seems unlikely to repeat. So, no, a James Broughton 
would be impossible today.

Rochester Receives $5,000 Grant for Safety 

As part of its commitment to safety, controlling 
costs and managing risk, the Town of Rochester was 
awarded a $5,000 grant to enhance security at the 
Rochester Memorial School. Rochester received the grant 
from the Massachusetts Interlocal Insurance Association 
(MIIA), which provides property and casualty insurance 
to the town. 

Rochester will use the grant funds to help 
local police and school personnel implement a crucial 
improvement for school security protocols called the 
"Alert, Lockdown, Inform, Confront and Evacuate" 
(A.L.I.C.E) Program - which will serve as the standard 
operating procedure for emergency situations in case of 
an intruder or safety threat. This exceeds the traditional 
bare minimum safety protocol called the "Lock Down" 
method which has been proven to be inadequate. The 
grant will also allow for upgrades to video surveillance 
technology. A local school safety committee has already 
begun working with two neighboring towns, Marion 
and Mattapoisett, to adopt the A.L.I.C.E. program 
cooperatively so that the Tri-Town area will have
